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A King 
Murderer 


; The Story of (1 the Two Un 
lortugate Princes 


By MARGARET BARR 


KAADRARARRRRARARAAAN 


The romuuce-tragedy of English his- 
tory is the career of the Duke of Glou- 
cester, afterward Kling Richard f11. 
Within it are many stories, and Rich- 
ard is botb the hero and the villain 
of every one of them, 

When King Edward IV., Richard's 
brother, died; Edward's oldest son, who 
becuine king, Was a little boy. Rich- 
sard, Whose courage was equaled only 
by bis ambition and who possibly at 
the time designed to make himself 
king, ut once dashed at the hend of a 
troop of his adherents to where young 
Edward was and captured him. 

The nest fivportant scene in the trag- 
edy is the little king riding on horse- 
back from the city of Loudon to West- 
minster abbey, his Uncle Richard rid- 
ing beside him, regarding bis nephew- 
sovereign with every pretense of rev- 
erence aud affection; It is probable 
that Richard was even then plotting to 
supplant tbe child; that this apparent 
devotion was to win the confidence of 
thespeople with a view to furthering 
bis opportunity, but whetber the arch 
fiend then contemplated murdering his 
brother's son bus not been proved. 

The little king's mother as goon as 
she suw reason to fear ber brother-in- 
Jaw took refuge with her other chil- 
dren in the sanctuary of Westminster, 
for in those days no person, king or 
conimoner, might drag one from the 
sanctuary without incurring the anath- 
enias of the church. But tbe boy re- 
mained with bis uncle, who also se- 
cured possession of his younger broth. 
er, the Duke of Clarence. 

The Tower of London, which for 
more than two centuries has been only 
a fortress and is now mostly un ob- 
Ject of curiosity for tourists, was then 
also a paluce and a prison. Richard 
fixed the residence of bis nephews 
there, assuming to reign in the minor 
king's name. England at the time 
necied 2 strong governing hand. Rich- 
ard sticceeded in convincing certain 
persons of influence that be hid better 
be king. Otbers he threatened; others 
be put out of his way by beheading 
them. Many of the commoners were 
with him, 

When al! was ripe he seized the scep- 
ter. From tbe first the little princes 
were virtually prisoners in the Tower, 
though they were treated with all the 
reverence due a king and a prince of 
the blood. But they never came out 
from the gloomy walls. The people 
never snw them, Young as they were, 
they wero old enough to realize that 
they were in the bands of one in whose 
way they stood and their lives were 
In danger. 

Richard had a sd of his own whom 
he fdolized and whom he desired 
ebould succeed him on the throne of 
England, Probably this feature of the 
case turned his mind to tho murder of 
the two princes, his nephews, for so 
jong as they lived their title to the 
crown would stund before that of Rich- 
ard'’s son. At nny rate, there came a 
time when Richard determined to mur- 
dcr bis nephews and looked about for 
sone one to do the deed. 

He sent an order to the lieutenant of 
the Tower to bave the princes put to 
death. The officer refused to obey it. 
Jn this be braved the king, then an all 
powerfu! sovereign, but to force a man 
to commit the murder would have at 
once made the murder known, and this 
did not sult Richard's purpose. When 
he recelved word that the lleutenant 
would not do bis bidding he lamented 
aloud that he had no one on whom he 
could rely iv his extremity. A page 
overbeard what he sald and, knowing 
bis meaning, told bim that he knew a 
mann who would serve him as he wish- 
ed to be served. The man was called, 
accepted the commission and left for 
the Tower. 

For four centuries a pitying world 
Bas been wondering as to the death 
scene of the poor little king and his , 
brother, All that fs known is that to 
keep their cries from being henrd they 
were smothered in thetr bedclothes, © 
When all wns over thelr bodies were 
taken down to tho foot of the stairs 
below the room to which the decd 
was done and there buried, Later, 
when the murder became known, it 
was given out that they had been bur 
fed in Westminster abbey. But this 
story was disproved many years later, ; 
fn the reign of Charles IJ., when on 
‘making changes in the Tower. the skete 
tons of two children wero found at the 
foot of the staircase, ns recorded by 
one of the murderers at the time of the 
murder. 

The taking off of the princes, being 
known only to a few, was. kept for a’ 
fong while. Dut there were whisper. ' 
fogs, and in time it me known te; 
the and ‘her daughters 


ef by their nncte, in aadition to ther 
horror nt the crime and their bereave 
ment, they dreaded lest tho king mur 
derer, defying the sucredness of thett 
refuge, would’ drag them from the 
sanctuary and kill them also. As time 
passed nnd nothing was henrd by the 
people of the princes, who were sup- 
posed to be living In the royal apart 
ments of the Tower, they began to won. 
der. Then the dreadful news spread 
from mouth to mouth, and a great hor 
ror fell upon all England. 

At Inst the murderer recefyed his first 
punishment. His beloved son, for whom 
be bad committed the crime, sickened 


and died. Richard hna no otner son, 
aud at bis death, after all, the crown 
would rest on another head than one 
of his own family. 

NMeag@hile the queen motzer of the 
murdered king remained in the sanctue 
ary. Her oldest daughter, Elizabeth, 
Sas now heir apparent to the throne.

While it is absolutely necessary to: 
keep the face perfectly clean, some 
skins are so delicate and tender that 
the use of a binnd sonp is harmful, and 
such skins peed an entirely different 
trentment from the stronger, courser 
skins, It is also necessary to give the 
skin a chance to recuperate from the 
drying and parching effect of the steam 
heated air of modern houses. Skin 
that is parched and inelastic will 
wrinkle much sooner than soft, pliable 
skin, Use plenty of good skin food; 
don't skimp it; it really does not pay; 
then wipe it off with u soft towel or 
piece of cheesecloth.

Melt the first five ingredients in a 
double boiler, take from the fire and 
while beating slowly add the rosewa- 
ter, When quite cold put into jars.’

A good lotion for use in treating 
premature wrinkles !s made from the 
following formula: Alum, sixty grains; 
almond milk (thick), one and one-half 
ounces; rosewater, six ounces, Dis- 
solve the alum in the rosewater; then 
pour gently into the almond milk, 
shaking constantly.
